The appointment of Jas. H. Ross, to 
be commissioner, or practically gov- 
ernor, of the Yukon, io the place of 
Wm. Ogilvie, marks something more 
than a mere change of officers, It 
indicates a change of methods of ad- 
ministration, entered upon to meet 
what have sow become fixed conditions 
Hitherto the 
very 


in that great territory. 
district has been administered 
much in th> dark. The conditions were 
so new, so unexpected, so much oppor- 
tvnity existed and demands were made 
for experiments, and there was such 
siupeadeous Jack of the most element- 
ary knowledge either of what was or 
whai ought to be, on the part of fhe 
majority of the Canadian people and 
therefore on the part of their repre- 
sentatives as weli, that no fixed policy 
could be safely adopted or followe]l, 
Tho appointment of Mr. Ross and his 
acceptance of the position § indicates 
confidence on the part of the govern- 
ment in the permagence and value of 
the resources of the district, andindi- 
cates an intention of entering upon 
some settled system of administration 
suitable to the conditions now found to 
exist. The reduction of the gold roy- 
alty from tem to fivef par cenit, is iro 
doubt only the beginning of the 
changes that will be brought about 
under the administration, and with the 
advice of Mr. Ross. In the pagt the 
government has been at the disadvant- 
age that the conditions were not such 
as to reduce the going or to warrant 
the sending as commissioner, of ». man 
of such establigbed knowledge and ex- 
perience in matters of administration 
as to entitle him to ba entrusted with 
the responsibility that was necessary 
to the proper administration of the aif- 
ficult conditions there prevailing. It 
is no discredit to Commissioner Ogilvie, 
Lo say. that although as an honest and 
honorable man he was above reproach, 
anc. so far reflected credit on the gov- 
erament which appointed him, he did 
not haye—he could not have had—that 
experizncé in the handling of public 
matters which was and is necessary to 
the Proper conduct of government in 
any country, much more in a country 
of such naw and difficult conditions. 
There has been a great change of con- 
ditions since Mr, Ogilvie was appoiat+ 
ed. The completion of the White Pass 
railway has solved the transportation 
problem, and the completion of the 
al]-Canadian telegraph line during the 
coming summer wi'l make a great dif- 
ference in the transaction of business 
of all kinds, including that connected 
with the government. These changes 
will be to Mr. Ross’ advantage, but 
it is to meet the new conditions which 
were the cause of those facilities, or 
have been, created by them, that! he 
has been requested to bring to bear 
his ripe experience acquired during 
nearly eighteen years of prominent 
connection with the public life of che 
Northwest Territories, during its 
formative period. 

Mr. Ross was elected to the North- 
west Council for the district of Moose 
Jaw at the first general election to 
that body and has since represented 
the district continuously until his re- 
signation the other day. A man of 
force and prominence, his return was 
always contested, but without avail. 
In 1887, at the firet Dominion election 
in the Territories, he contested West 
Assiniboia against N. F. Davin, but 
was defeated. On that occasion there 


is wo doubt that the electors 
of West Assiniboia builded bet- 
ter than they knew. Had Mr. Ross 


been elected tu ie Dominion parlia4 
ment at that time the vaiuable ser- 
Vieas which he afterwards gave to the 
Territcries in the government 
matters would have been lost, with- 
out the possibility of compensating ad- 
vantage from his presence in the Do- 
The weight of eastern 


local 


minion house. 
opinion was so heavily againgt the Ter- 
vitories at the time that his best ef- 
forts would have been lost in’ the at- 
tempt to achieve the impossible, On 
the other hand in the field of Terri- 
torial politics Mr. Ross’ energy and 
ability had full scope. His only draw 
back has been that he was too nearly 
alone in his own rank of ability in 
Territorial affairs, Always as 3 sup- 
porter and latterly as a colleague of 
the present premier Mr, Haultain, the 
only fault of the combination was that 
it was too strong for any! opposition 
that could be put up against it. As 
member, as speaker and as minister, 
Mr., Ross hag had a most intimate con- 
nection with the local government of 
the Northwest ever since it was grant- 
ed representative institutions, and was 
most attive in the battle for respon< 
sible government which was fought to 
a successful finish under Mr. Haul- 
tain, Mr. Ress’ experience in connec- 
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tion with the transition of the Terri- 
tories from the government by -om- 
missioner to full responsible goyern- 
ment peculiarly fits him ‘or the duty 
of administering theJocal government 
of the, Yukon during the earlier siages 
of what may be expected to be a sim- 
ilar growth. While the side that he 
took in the Territories is an assurance 
to the people of the Yukos{ of his full 
sympathy with all of their legitimate 
aspirations towards responsible losal 
government. Mr. Ross might wall 
write a history of the growthi of re- 
sponsible government in the Derritor- 
ies and say, as was saidj by a great 
European etatesman; “This is a re- 
cord of events, all of which) I saw: and 
part of which I was.” - 

Mr, Ross’ appointment to the gov- 
ernorship of the Yukon is a distinct 
loss to the Territories, as well as to 
the government of which he was so 
prominent a member, But it would 
be} a coor tribute to thef value of his 
work in laying the foundations of 
local government here if at this! time 
the loss of his services wouldj mean a 
check in, or alternation from, the 
course which he helped tomapout and 
so successfully followed. A. L. Siftan, 
of Calgary, takes his place as commis- 
sioner of public works in the Territor- 
ial government, Mr, Haultain being 
premier and Mr. Bulyea commissioner 
of public works. Although Mr. Sifton 
has heeo a regident of the Territories 
for many years at Prince Albert and 
Calgary, and has always taken an)\uc- 
tive interest in public affairs, he only 
entered the Northwest assembly a lit- 
tle over a gear ago, after a bitterly 
fought and stubbornly and repeatedly 
contested election for Eaaff district;

Oats. There is no change to note in 
the oat market. Prices are steady at 
last week’s figures and the situation is 
without special feature. Seed oats 
are in demand and in most cases Al- 
be:ta oats are being taken for that 
purpose, Manitoba oats in carlots on 
track here are worth 38c to 40c per 
busbel. Northerm Alberta oats are 
quoted, at 41 to 44c, per{ bushel on the 
irack.

ALBERTA BEEF. 
Thea followi extracts from the re-

ART TREASURE-HOUSES. 

Gibbon after visiting Paris and Ver- 
sailles, concluded that the “splendor of 
the French nobles was confined to 
their town residences.” “That of ‘the 
English,” he remarks, “is more use- 
fully distributed “sin their country 
seats, and we shiduld be astonished sat 
our owr riches if the labors of archi- 
tecture and the spoils of Italy and 
Greece, which are now scatiered from 
Inverary to Wi'ton, were accumulated 
iv a few streets between Marviebone 
and Westminster,” If one in four of 
these great houses stood on the area 
which Gibbons suggests, London would 
not only be a city of palaces, but o! 
palnces aot less magnificent and more 
richly stored wath the triumphs of ithe 
brush and the chise!) than those of the 
towns of modern Italy. If all the 
paintiogs in Paris and Florence were 
destroyed, there would still be enough 
im the English country houses to pre- 
sent afuli and brilliant sequence of 
the triumphs of Contunental art. The 
best work of the English school, the 
ever-iacreacing money vaiue of which 
is a rough test of its worti,, is found 
nowhere else. Nine-tepths of ithe 
paintings of Gainsborough, Romney, 
and\Sir Joshua Reynolds, Crome and 
Turner, are on the’ walis, A mere 
sumple of their store of English paint- 
ings shown at Paris this yezr astonish 
ed continental visitors, whoge acquain- 
tances with this class of paintings is 
limited at most toa few rooms in the 
national gallery. But one collection 
in a town, such as that at Hartford 
house, makes more slir than 500 scat- 
tered in as many park-set couniry 
houses, just as abroad the collections 
in one or two Dutch private houses at 
the Hague or Amsterdam are bette: 
known than the contents of the 
Escurial among its granite hills. 

What is often least appreciated 
about the great country homes isi the 
quality, of the houses themselves. Their 
significance as sterehouses of art: has 
been acknowledged, if pot fully reAliz- 
ed. But they have never had due 
honor as works of the arclytects and 
builder, (Whatever the changes in 
taste and tyle, the builders have 
never fallen short of the highest stan- 
dard of matemaf and work, Buildings 
like Houghton, or Stowe, or Woburn, 
or Wentwortb-Wodehouse are like 
vast stone quarries. Cost has never 
been considered, ‘Lhe purapets, colon- 
nades, roof, gillars and pediments 
were cut and joined to fast for all 
time. There is something rather ad- 
mirable in the qualities ot mind which 


would permit nothing unsound, no | 


scamping of work or shirking of! cost 
in any cue part or detail of their habi- 
tation. Disraeli’s joke about the Duke 
who was always afraid of “under- 
building. his position” has another side 
to its meazxing.

It is pot yet abandoned 
perhaps because Pulin and others 
mastered its meaning an d use and 
made it live again. but though Eaton 
hall, a house of the first magnitude, 
represents the vitality of this style, 
the greater mumber of the more 
modern Englsh palaces are either 
purely renaissance or very much in- 
fluenced, by the italian teeling. Here 
aod there we find a huge French 
chateau Like Waddesdon, or a Plan- 
tagenet fortress reproduced, like Lord 
Penrbyn’s castle of Bangor, or a ‘mix- 
ture of ecclasiastical styles, like the 
spires and cloisters of Ashbridge, 
built from the profits of the Bridge- 
water canal, But in the vast major- 
ily of cases the very wealthy English, 
whether landed proprietors or mag- 
nates of commerce or trade, have been 
firm and faithful to the lessoas 
brought from beyond the Algs. Our 
country gentlemen looked, in truth, 
not to the men, but to ‘he style, pr to 
what had been done elsewhere, and 
trusted) to the style and its models 
to kee! the men up to the mark, The 
results is tbat the country is covered 
with these Italians or [talianizinz 
palaces, mearly all good and imposing 
an dfull of true proportion apd often 
most beautiful, betweea the elegance 
of Lord Ebury’s white palace at Moor 
Park and the gray freestone porticoes 
of Brodsworth, the ‘The!lusgon’s 
Yorkshire house or the colo~rades of 
Plenbeimy or Castle Howard, or the 
towers of Mentmore, there is an in- 
finite variety. But though all do not 
risa to the tirst rank of design, very 
fow fall below what io an internation+ 
al competition would be considered a 
very sufficient standard o f merit. 
Size, one of the postulates of architec- 
tural success, they all have, and@ the 
structural excellence, as we have 
said before, is beyond cavil. 


The maxum that houses were built io | 


live in, not to look at, suggests falsely 


that a building which is imposing | 


without is unvomtortable within. 


There could be no greater error, 
judged by the English country palaces. 
The interiors are beauciful, 


habitable and, unlike the palaces 
of amy other country, are furnished. 
Kings like Henry VIII, and WQwteens 
like Elizabeth were not above being 
proud of their furniture, the tapestry 
and even their beds, and had all these 
things duly entered -in their records 
There is as much gossible art in 
Persiad carpets and hangings as in 
glass or mosaics; but though these 
things do make a great difference’ to 
thy interiors of houses, and a high 
standard is valuable evidence of the 
national taste, it is not greatly more 
inj evidence in the palaces of England 
than ‘n the general average of smaller 
house. Put the size of the rooms 
and the general scale of the' interior 
do preserve One branch of domestic 
architecture which would otherwise 
disappear, The permanent decora- 
tion of the rooms and galleries is dif- 
ferent from that used in a “house.” It 
is far more brilliant in coler, Pure 
eclors, sobered by gold, can be used, 
and are used, with most admirable 
effect. Soi can sculpture and reliefs, 
It is only thes houses that the 
more maguilicent style of decoration 
is fourd, When combined, as it often 
is, with the effect of the canivesses of 
the finest colorist, covering wall 
after wall and hanging in gallery aft- 
ey gallery, it gives 4 union of the arts 
of architecture and painting, with 
statuary aded also in its right sur- 
roundings, which nothing else in 
Britain does give.

POST OFFICE, 


In January, 1901, under the two-cent 
rate, the revenue of the post deparis 
ment was $398,289, while in the cor- 
responding month of January, 1898, 
under the threewent rate the revenue 
was $368,941, showing that now, un- 
der the two-cent rate we are receiving 
more money in the way of revenue in 
the post office department than we 
formerly received when the three-cent 
rate prevailed, 


GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 


Under the head of miscellaneous 
revenues there is a considerable in- 
crease, the largest item being in! re- 
spect to railways, There igs an in- 
crease of $828,344 under that head. It 
is well to remember, that, while we are 
spendiag largely imcreased sums upon 
the Intercolonial Railway in particu- 
lar, we are also having largely in- 
creased). receipts, and it may be well 
in this case to just make a comparison 
between 1896 and 1900. The revenue 
of the Intercolonial Railway in. 1896, 
being the year ending the 30th June, 
was $2,957,644. The revenue for last 
year was $4,552,071, showing an in- 
crease in the receipts of tha Intercol- 
onial Railway between 1896 of $1,594,- 
431, 

SUBPLUS, 


Our total revenue for the year which 
has passed was $51,029,994.02. Our 
total expenditure, chargeable to con- 
so-idated fund account, that is our 
total expenditure for what may be de- 
sciibedj as the ordinary purpos:s — of 
government was $42,975,279.51, a sur- 
plus on the year’s operations of no less 
a sum than $8,054,714.51. This  sur- 
plus, M-. Speaker, was the largest that 
has ever been known in the history 
of the Dominion of Canada, I have 
prepared a statement showing the sur- 
pluses and deficits for the last four 
years, and the following are the fig- 
ures: 

In 1896 there was a deficit of $£19,- 
981.44, in 1898 there was a surplus of 
$1,722,712.33, in 1899 there was agur- 
gius of $4,837,748, and in 1900 there 
wus the surplus that [ have just men- 
tioned of $#,054,714.51. Our surpluses 
ihus have aggregated $14,615,176.84. 
Deduct’ $519,981.44, the deficit for the 
first year which was, however, hardiy 
under our control, but we will yass 
that goint now,—deduct the deficit of 
that year from the sunpluses of suc- 
ceeding years, and we find that there 
has been a net surplus for the four 
yeurs as between the revenue andthe 
ordinary expenses of government of 
$14,095,194,40. 


CAPITAL 


fo far I havea dealt with what we wall 
th» expenditure on consolidated fund 
ueccouut which represents the ordiniry 
expeases of government. There is, of 
course, another class of expenditure 
which figures in our account, wnich 
is commotuly called capital expendif 
ture, including public works; railways, 
railway sabsidies and various special 
items of an unusual character, These 
expenditures for the year ended June 
30, 1900, were as follows: 
Interrolonial and Prince 
Edward Island Rail- 
ways, 
Canals, 
Public works, 
Dominion lands, 
Militia, 230,850.51 
Canadian Pacific Railway, 236.11 
Total, $7,468,843,24 
To this must be added fort railway 
subsidies, including $340,000 paid dur- 
ing that year to the Crow’s ‘Nest Pass 
Railway, $725,720.35, and there is a 
further item to be added, being the ex- 
penses of the South African contingent 
and the Halifax garrison, amounting 
to $1,547,623.74. These capital and 
special expenses for the year amounted 
to $9,742,187.33. Now, with these large 
expenditures for the liberal mainten- 
anise of the public services, with)\large 
expenditures for railways and public 
works, and with special expenditures 
in’ connection with the South African 
war, it would not have been a matter 
of surpris? if it had been, necessary to 
increase the public debt. Yet, we have 
the gratifying statement that we have 
provided tor all these large expendi- 
tures, and that we have been able not 
to increase’the public debt, but actual- 
ly to redwice the public debt jto the’ ex- 
tent of $779,639.71. The net debt on 
Juni, 30, 1899, was $266,273,446.60; the 
net debt at the sama date in 1900 was 
$265,493,806.89, showing a decrease of 
$779,089.71, as already stated.

Turing now to the affairs of the 
jurrent tyear, which is to closef on the 
30th Juni next, i find that our revenue 
up| to the 10th Maifsh was $34,942,177,- 
95, an increase Over the corresponding 
date last year of $1,227,693.01.

CURRENT EXPENDITURE. 

Coming now to the expendilure ac- 
count for tha current year. The ex- 
penditure| up to March 10, on consoti- 
dated funds, was $27,731,602.04, so 
that, if we had ea increased revenue, 
we have also had some increase,in ex- 
penditure as wel]. We have some sup- 
plementary estimates yet to bring 
down for the current rear which will 
of course, swell our existing appro- 
priations, I estimate that when the 
railway affairs are closed, including 
these supplementary appropriations, 
we shal) find the expenditure charge- 
able to consolidated fund amounting 
as}mear as may be to $46,400,000, With 
an estimated revenue of $52,750,000, 
and a probable expendiiure of $46,- 
400,000, I reach th conclusion that at

RATE OF TAXATION, 

The question of the rate of taxation 
under the customs tariff has been fre- 
quent'y discussed, and perhaps a word 
ov two concerning it, based upon the 
figures of the past year, will sot be 
out of place. If wetake the imports 
for home consumption and the duty 
collected, we will find that the propor- 
tion of duty in 1896 on all imports for 
home consumption was 18.28, and by 
the same statement for 1900, it was
